salers in Chicago that the soldiers' bonus is to be passed for hu- 
manitarian reasons and not as a political measure.

Imports And Exports 


W 


E have no particular objection to the remnants of old Rus- 


sian czarism coming to the United States or going to 


some other country far enough away to permit of no plotting on 
the Russian border. 
These old Russian aristocrats must drift 


somewhere and we are sure that they will feel at home in mak- 
ing the acquaintance of some of our "best citizens.;' They will 
feel an intellectual kinship with the latter so far as ideas of 
"democracy" are concerned. 


But we cannot avoid the observation that there is a strik- 


ing contrast between our exports and our imports in this respect. 
Administrative exile, once a cherished dogma of the czars, be- 
came an important item in the Wilson and Harding administra- 
tions. Men and women have been exiled because of their eco- 
nomic and political views. They have constituted a new type of 
exports, even tho they are not listed in the figures of foreign 
trade. 


It should be observed that the type of imports, however, 


includes old Russian military officers, remnants of the nobility 
and czarist officialdom. 
These aristocrats formed part of one 


of the most brutal and reactionary regimes in modern history. 
Jt was largely a survival of the feudal firms that served the pro- 
prietors of great landed estate centuries ago. 


The philosophy of these old Russian .aristocrats runs coun- 


ter to every idea of even the "liberal" regimes that have issued 
out of the industrial revolution 150 years ago. 
In education, 


politics, economics and government these servants of czarism 
represent absolutism of the most reactionary type. 


Yet they are imports that cause no anxiety among our 300 


percenters. There is no danger that they will be deported for 
fear that they will contaminate our "democratic institutions." 
It is a contrast, which points a moral which we leave for our 
raedcrs to extract.

Free Egypt 


A 


HMED FUAD PACHA, sultan of Egypt, last week added to 


that title another; king of Egypt. In accordance with the 


terms of Field Marshal Viscount Allcnby's hard-won victory in 
London, the independence and sovereignty of the country were 
formally proclaimed and Ahmed Fuad ascended a throne which, 
while not exactly Cleopatra's, is near enough to it historically 
to catch the popular imagination. 


Allenby, who single-handed forced the hard-headed coali- 


tion to this step in February, put on his best uniform and grave- 
ly called on the new king, addressing him. the delighted cables 
record, as "Your majesty." 
Sultan King Ahmed issued a 


proclamation, and the fellaheen in the streets uprooted trees 
and smashed lamps to signalize their joy. The new government 
showed that it knows just what a government should do by call- 
ing out cavalry to suppress the crowd. 


Egypt's position is about half way between the protectorate 


and complete freedom. Her degree of liberty is far less than 
Ireland's, yet it is decidedly more than that of India—a fact 
which has an ironic aspect when we remember that the threat 
of the Mohammedan uprising in India was Allenby's chief card 
in securing Egypt's "independence." 
The New York Times 


correspondent politely refers to Britain's "Monroe Doctrine" 
toward Egypt, but it is much more than that. The security of 
the imperial communications (the Suez Canal) is to be safe- 
guarded : the property of foreigners in Egypt must be protected ; 
and all relationships with other countries amounting to "foreign 
aggression or interference, direct or indirect," will be prevented. 
In fact, Mr. Lloyd George was bluntly rude in warning France, 
Germany, and Italy to keep hands off. 


But, while freedom is far from complete, there is enough 


reality in the new "kingdom" to satisfy the young Egyptian 
nationalists and delight the hearts of the fellaheen, of "whom 
more than 90 per cent, are illiterate. In this one corner of the 
Mohammedan world a truce has been declared, tho, as usual, 
the British government got around to action when it was al- 
most too iate. India is seething, and certainly tho probability 
of a holy war against the white race has not been diminished in 
the past year. 


In spite of the partial freeing of Egypt, it will take the 


greatest political skill and a broadly generous human attitude 
to bring the empire unscathed thru tho next few months.
